— Bul- 
garia apparently is on the brink of 
war. 
The people generally believe 


that hostilities are imminent. 
The 


military authorities have taken pos- 
session ot the railways but ordinary 
traffic has not been suspended. 


Diplomatic representatives here, of 


the entente powers generally recog- 
nize that their cause is a lost one, 
and that 
Bulgaria is 
manifesting 


clearly a tendency'toward the centra] 
powers. 
This is due to the dissatis- 


faction of the government at Ser- 
bia's reply in the negotiations 
tor 


territorial concessions in Macedonia 
and at the conduct of Greece in this 
connection. 


None ot the representatives here 


01 the Allies cherished longer 
the 


hope that Bulgaria can be prevented 
irom joining with Germany, Austria 
and Turkey. 


In government circles, the state- 


ment was made today that all the 
military measures which have been 
taken are of a prevents tive nature, 
designed solely to guard against c'ir- 
cumstances which might 
threaten 


Bulgaria's position in 
the 
present 


situation which is developing 
\vith 


ur.forseen and extraordinary rapidi- 
ty. These measures consist in turn- 
ing over the railroads to the mili- 
tary authorities and suspending ord- 
inary traffic. 


Reports from many parts of Bul- 


garia tell of enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions in favor of the 
government. 


This is considered symptomatic of 
public feeling, which does not ignore 
the fact that the country is near to 
war. 


The formal cession by Turkey of 


the territory along the Dedeagatch 
railroad has been delayed by the ac- 
tion of the entente powers in notiiy- 
ing Bulgaria that acceptance of this 
territory would be regarded as 
an 


•unfriendly act which 
would invite 


ounter measures. 


It was learned today that 
King 


Perdinand, replying last Friday to 
the assertions of leaders of the op- 
position parties that the Allies would 
be victorious, said: 


"The entente is not sure of win- 


ning. Nothing indicates at this mo- 
inent that such will be the case. If 
Bulgaria's chances of obtaining Mac- 
edonia depend thereon, 
they 
may 


never be realized.

tive in action, and certain of good 
results."
